said Hemphill. "It came in just under $50,000. 

Hemphill said donations have come in from near 
and far, even as far away as Hawaii and Florida.

'leisure time' was part of living and an expectation after 
working 9-to-5, Mattapoisett Harbor was a working 
harbor. There were the ship builders, the fishermen, and 
the farmers. Wait, farmers? Yes, farmers. Mattapoisett' s 
little harbor was a vital link in supplying the Elizabeth 
Island chain with fresh food products, firewood and all 
manner of necessities. And as George Randall remembers 
it from the stories his father told, "you had to be there 
with the wood for the high tide - or else." 

Mattapoisett has become synonymous with 
pleasure boating. Before long, our harbor will be packed 
with expensive boats of all shapes and sizes. But in the 
beginning, it was a place that facilitated commerce and 
sustained the lives of folks living off shore. And what they 



needed weren't places to tie-up so they could saunter to 
the Ice Cream Slip (today a delightfully guilty pleasure); 
what they needed were the goods made available by the 
local farmers. 

Farmers were and still are an important part 
of the fabric of life in Mattapoisett. Crossing Route 6 or 
traveling away from the village center, you enter into the 
other Mattapoisett - the one where old farm houses abut 
new Colonial homes, where hay fields drape themselves 
along a sub-division, and where cows and horses graze 
in meadows bordered by old stones walls. Farming and 
Mattapoisett . . . who knew? 

In December, I wrote about how the Agricultural 
Commission was formed, its area of oversight within the 
community, and the philosophical basis for an agricultural 
commission in Massachusetts. An abbreviated excerpt 
from that article reads: '...(an) agricultural commission is a 
standing committee of town government, created through a vote 
of Town Meeting and appointed by the Board of Selectmen... 
representing the farming community. . . played key roles in 
mediating farmer I neighbor disputes, or simply providing 
referrals for farmers needing better information. Serves as 
a local voice advocating for farmers, farm businesses and 
farm interests, provides visibility for farming. . . The intent 
of an AgCom is simple: protect agricultural lands, preserve 
rural character, provide a voice for farmers, and encourage 
agricultural based businesses. . . ' 

During a recent meeting of the Agriculture 
Commission, I learned more about the work our local 
committee is doing to uphold the philosophies established 
by the state. Mattapoisett' s commission is peopled by 
residents whose families have very deep roots in native 
soils and who today strive to hold onto the farming 
culture once so critical to the town. 

Shi Major, the commission clerk, grew up in 
the western part of the state around horses. She feels 
very strongly about having residents understand the 
importance of farm animals and agricultural activities. 
Major is a certified riding instructor. 

Jessica (Travis) Collyer grew up on Rowland 
Farm in Acushnet where she learned everything from 
cultivating strawberries to milking cows and collecting

eggs. 

And then there are the Randalls. George, his 
daughter Cheryl (co-chair) and her son. Pierce, are 
all members of the commission. She said that her son 
is presently finishing agricultural school in upstate 
New York (SUNY Cobleskill), and this summer he'll 
be participating in the grain harvest in Nebraska. His 
expressed desire is to one day return to Mattapoisett, 
reunite the family properties, and return them to full-on 
farming. 

Cheryl said that summers are very different 
for farm kids than for others whose families aren't into 
farming. "We didn't go swimming or sailing - we didn't 
go anywhere, we put on long sleeve shirts and went into 
the hay fields." In spite of those labor intensive memories, 
everyone on the commission feels passionately about 
maintaining a farming culture in Mattapoisett. 

On the night I sat in, they were meeting with 
farm-to-market manager Jen Szabo, who is responsible 
for the seasonal farmers' market held at ORR. Their 
discussions centered around the variety of goods that 
would attract people to the market and the challenges of 
bringing fresh foods from the producers directly to the 
consumers, as well as board of health regulations and 
state guidelines. They also discussed ways to promote the 
market. 

Bob Spooner, co-chair, whose wife is a member 
of the Nunes family, said that he'll be speaking with the

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tax assessor to find out how parcels of land may qualify 
for 'farm' status in town. Both the state and Federal 
government establish what 'farm land' must constitute in 
order to qualify as a farm, while the town sets the tax rate. 
Spooner said that with the upcoming tax re-evaluation, 
the assessor's office will be rather busy. It is planned 
to wait a bit longer to work out those details for public 
consumption. He said that the commission can help 
farmers with grant submittals and other documentation. 
There are presently 20 recognized farms in town. 

The commission recently completed work on a 
small brochure that outlines their work, goals, and contact 
information. From the brochure one will find: 'AgCom 
serves as a voice to the farming community, advocates for

Marion Fire Department's Article 15 to appropriate a 
maximum of $540,000 for a new fire pumper truck to 
replace the aging Engine 3. 

The first two residents who took the podium 
on this article both asked the Finance Committee for its 
recommendation, and both times Finance Committee 
Chairman Alan Minard deferred comment until after the 
initial discussions. 

At the start of Town Meeting, Minard stood 
before those assembled and addressed the "emotion" 
surrounding FinCom's position on the article and their 
comments about Fire Chief Thomas Joyce during the 
FinCom meeting on April 29. Minard stated that he 
"regret(s) the reporting," that the context of the quotes 
reversed the intended message, and "there was no threat 
to embarrass the chief." CEditor's note: The Wanderer 
firmly asserts the integrity of the reporting and the accuracy 
of the quotes. The meeting was not televised or recorded. The 
reporter reported what was said in the fire chief's absence, and 
without bias. See the May 1 edition for FinCom coverage of the 
April 29 meeting.) 

FinCom member Jeffrey Dickerson addressed the 
issue after some debate from the voters, explaining that 
the process was inconsistent and there was "tardiness" in 
getting information to the FinCom in a timely manner. He 
said the Town needs to make an educated decision before 
making this significant purchase. 

Selectman Jonathan Henry said the FinCom was 
doing a great job, but he felt purchasing the truck was an 
intelligent decision and that "sufficient process has been 
observed." 

Resident Chris Collins of 13 River Road said 
FinCom comments are important, and the residents need 
control over the tax rates. 

"We say yes much more often than we say no,"

''These are taxpayer dollars/' said Minard, 
referring to the $100,000 difference. "Don't we owe it to 
ourselves?" He recommended postponing the article, 
which elicited clapping from the residents. 

The article failed by a two to three vote. 

Article 10 to appropriate $12,500 for the 
Conservation Commission to control invasive species 
at Spr ague's Cove was overwhelmingly defeated after 
debate went on for some time, including criticism of the 
Conservation Committee's oversight of those wetlands. 

Annie Rockwell of 1171 Point Road said, "Before 
the [ConCom] destroyed it," the cove was a beautiful 
area. She said the commission "carpet-bagged" the area 
in 2012, which shocked her and other residents whom she 
said helped develop the "green way to take care of the 
storm water." She opposed the article. 

"I agree with Annie," said Sandra Parsons of 
South Street. "It was a major haircut." She questioned the 
proposed use of herbicides near the water. 

It's like a never-ending battle that you could 
never win, said John Rockwell. "Like filling a bucket with 
a hole, and that bucket will never fill." 

The article was defeated. 

There was a lot of debate over Article 9 for 
$34,791 to buy a new police cruiser before meeting 
members approved the article. The Police Department 
has a policy to replace two cruisers every year, and this 
year one would be funded through the budget, the other 
through Town Meeting appropriation. 

Discussion was lively, with resident Bernard 
Greenwood asking why such a small town needs eight 
cruisers. 

"Are we just a Cadillac town?" He asked how 
many officers are on duty at any particular time, to which 
Chief Lincoln Miller said about two to five officers.

Greenwood asked if the officers drive two cars at the 
same time. 

"The program we have works/' said Miller. "We 
have not added to the fleet." 

"I think eight is excessive," said Greenwood. 
The article passed, but with a few "nays" from the 

crowd. 

Article 21 to appropriate $46,500 to explore 
options for future construction of a new DPW building 
passed, but after lengthy debates over why the Town 
needed a new DPW complex. 

Residents held lengthy discussions over Article 
32 to accept a conservation restriction gift of eight acres 
of wetlands near Dexter Beach before voting down the 
article. Many asked why the Town should accept the 
wetlands with limited building potential and take it off 
the tax books. 

Article 33 to accept a conservation lands gift 
along the "Greenway" of Route 6 was accepted, but not 
after lengthy discussions of its own.

meeting with a health report on the town's finances. 
While noting the hard work of the FinCom members, 
department heads. Capital Planning Committee and the 
leadership of Town Administrator Mike Gagne, she also 
expressed deep concerns. 

Donoghue said that it was FinCom' s 
responsibility to warn the town of potential risks, namely 
possible mismanagement of ORR's finances. She said 
that when the cyber theft was finally brought to light 
two years after it occurred, it signaled a lack of full 
disclosure and good communication between the school's 
administration and the Tri-Town governments. She went 
on to say that over the last several years, the school's 
reserve funds had been tapped by ORR administrators to 
balance their annual budgets. 

"Several years ago there had been some reserve 
funds set aside, but we found that ORR has been using 
the reserve funds for operating budgets instead of 
emergencies," she stated. This year, $325,000 was being 
asked for out of the reserve. "The school committee 
was going to decrease that amount by $100,000 but the 
administration did not do that," she told the audience. 
Regarding the OPEB needs of ORR, she said that zero 
monies have been put aside with a looming $10 million 
price tag. 

She said that FinCom is recommending the 
development of a committee to help work more closely 
with ORR in an effort to have greater visibility into the

handling of school finances. Mattapoisett is responsible 
for approximately 35 percent of the ORR overall budget. 
ORR budget had been reduced based on declining student 
enrollment. 

Donoghue concluded by saying that although the 
tow^n has w^orked diligently to repair roadw^ays, recently 
the severity of the deterioration in roadbeds in many 
locations has been discovered, w^hich w^ill drive up the 
cost of repairs. She advised the residents not to expect 
repairs to be completed in the village area anytime soon. 
NSTAR has agreed to make gas line repairs when the 
roads are opened for sew^er and water upgrades. 

Then the town got down to the business of the 
warrant articles. There wasn't a single contested item, and 
although some clarifications were asked for, all articles 
except one passed smoothly. 

Defeated Article 35 was a 'Citizens Petition - 
Sewer Connection Antassawamock.' Having declined 
on the opportunity to tie into the sewer when it was first 
being constructed in the area, the property owners have 
benefited from a lower tax rate, assessor Kathleen Costello 
informed the people. Also the petitioner, who was 
unnamed in the article, would not be able to tie into the 
sewer unless additional capacity was available. Several 
townspeople felt that it wasn't fair to other residents 
who have borne the brunt of sewer betterments to ask 
belatedly for this consideration, especially given that the 
petitioner was neither present nor had a representative at

Board Denies In-law Suite Addition 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

The threat of not having a quorum on May 8 had 
the three board members present that evening scurrying 
to call the other four tardy Rochester Zoning Board of 
Appeals members to ask them to come to the scheduled 
public hearing. 

Time was ticking after the 7:00 pm meeting 
opening was delayed, and at 7:15 there was still no 
quorum of five to hear the 7:30 pm public hearing for 
Mark and Elizabeth Brulport of 45 Noble Road. 

Chairman Richard Cutler commented that one 
member was probably at home sleeping, and none of 
the other members answered their cell phones w^hile a 
roomful of about 20 people waited to hear if the hearing 
would take place. 

Member Randall Cabral showed up at 7:20 pm, 
bringing the group one member closer to a quorum, and 
finally at 7:27 pm, Benjamin Gilmore appeared and the 
quorum was met. Kirby Gilmore and Thomas Flynn did 
not attend the meeting. 

Attorney Paul Cavanaugh, representing the 
Brulports, explained the couple's plan to build a separate 
in-law suite for Ms. Brulport's aging parents, which 
would include one added bedroom and kitchen and an 
additional garage bay. 

"This type of addition for in-law suites has been 
allowed in other houses (in Rochester),'' said Cavanaugh, 
''with less than an acre and with less frontage." The 
Brulport property is over two acres. 

Cavanaugh said the L-shaped 1,443 square- 
foot addition with the added-on garage bay would not 
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overwhelm the existing structure. 

'It's actually much, much smaller than the 
existing house/' Cavanaugh said. He added that the 
addition would not create a nuisance or an adverse 
impact on the neighborhood, including property value, 
and Cavanaugh said he had already spoken with the 
building commissioner. 

Robert Mather, attorney for about six 
homeowners from the neighborhood, argued that the 
erection of a second dwelling would lower property 
values of the other homes within the "very nice upscale 
housing" neighborhood where there are no two-family 
homes. 

The Rochester zoning by-law does not address 
in-law suites, but rather single and multi-family homes. 
The special permit for the Brulports' in-law suite would 
transform the dwelling into a multi-family dwelling. 

Mather argued that one of the requirements to 
transform a single-family into a multi-family - occupation 
of the home for five years - was not met, since the 
Brulports have only lived in the house for two years. ZBA 
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member Benjamin Gilmore later explained, however, that 
the five year criteria applies to the years the house has 
been built and occupied, and not necessarily by the same 
occupant. 

Mather pointed out that the construction of a 
multi-family home requires a minimum property size of 
105,000 square feet, which the Brulport property lacks. 

In addition, Mather said the addition would make 
the house look like a duplex, which would change its 
character and make it inharmonious with the rest of the 
neighborhood. 

The developer had also put a restrictive covenant 
on the development, stating that only one-family houses 
could be built within the development, but the board 
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would not consider the covenant, calling it a civil matter 
and inconsequential toward the board's decision. 

June Goguen of 29 Noble Road said she bought 
her dream home ten years ago, never considering one of 
the houses would become a two-family house. 

"I never in my wildest dreams thought that 
somebody would want to build a two-family" said 
Goguen. She said she feared after the in-laws were gone, 
future tenants renting the space could create a nuisance. 

Gilmore commented that the Brulports could 
construct an addition for the in-laws that would serve 
as an extension to the house, keeping common areas 
and a common kitchen to avoid the need to seek the 
special permit for the multi-family. He said it could still 
accomplish the same purpose the Brulports are seeking. 

Neither Ms. nor Mr. Brulport cared to comment 
before the board closed the public comment section of the 
hearing. 

"In the past, it's been done without a lot of 
controversy with the abutters," said Cutler. This time, 
he said he was not sure the board could mitigate the 
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neighbors' concerns. 

"This is a tough one," ZBA member Cabral 
commented. 

The special permit was voted down 4-1, with 
Gilmore voting in favor. 

Board Begrudgingly Recommends 
Flood Plain By-law 

Rochester Planning Board

Facing the futility of fighting with FEMA over 
inaccuracies in its new FEMA flood plain maps, the board 
will recommend the Town's amended flood plain zoning 
by-law as a utilitarian move to prevent adverse impacts to 
the entire Town. 

Leading the fight against the alleged erroneous 
flood maps. Planning Board member Bill Bailey, who 
claims his pond-side property is affected by the new 
maps, conceded that unless he coughs up the money to 
pay for an engineer to survey the wetlands, he will have 
to live with the new maps - for now. 

Bailey said he and several other town employees 
attended a meeting with two representatives from FEMA, 
who admitted that the maps might have errors, but 
nothing could be done from their end. 

According to Bailey, if the Town fails to adopt 
a flood plain by-law, FEMA would deny Rochester any 
disaster relief and restrict Rochester residents from the 
FEMA flood insurance program, thus forcing residents to 
turn to banks with rates many times higher than FEMA's 
subsidized insurance rates. 

Bailey said he recently received a letter from 
another resident affected by the alleged errors on the 
flood maps, and he stated, "Now I know it's not just me." 

"We can't get anything by pushing FEMA," said 
Bailey. Even though he said FEMA is violating his rights, 
he will vote to recommend the article to Town Meeting on 
May 19 so that the whole Town will not be punished. 

Residents with mortgages who find their 
properties within a new flood zone will now have to 
purchase flood insurance and may not be able to make 
any major additions or alterations to their homes. In 
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addition. Bailey said it would be harder for these affected 
properties to sell in the future. 

"As much as it galls me, I don't really think it's 
fair for [other people] to lose their flood insurance,'' said 
Bailey "It's wrong." 

After the unanimous vote to recommend the by- 
law. Chairman Arnold Johnson said, "That one's a bitter 
one. We usually don't operate that way." 

Also during the meeting, engineers and 
representatives on behalf of Rochester Crossroad, 
LLC and Colbea Enterprises, LLC met with the board 
for informal discussions on plans for a commercial 
development on Cranberry Highway, with a gas station/ 
convenience store sharing an access road in front of the 
main development. 

Minutes before, the board approved an "Approval 
Not Required" application to carve out a 1.3 acre lot 
from the Route 58 / Route 28 corner of the larger parcel 
for Colbea to develop for the gas station. The ensuing 
discussion focused on the relationship between the two 
sites, most notably the access roadway. 

The discussions were lengthy, and the board 
had several recommendations for the planning phase, 
including a recommendation that the engineers visit the 
Cumberland Farms in Marion since some board members 
were skeptical that the site layout was large enough to 
accommodate easy ingress and egress to and from the 
business. 
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Engineer Erik Smith for Colbea said the layout 
was "generous" relative to any of the other 115 gas station 
sites. 

After further discussion, Johnson stated that he 
thinks the site is substantially bigger than Cumberland 
Farms in Marion. 

He later added that the board would not accept 
any plans until the projects receive approval for required 
waivers from the Zoning Board of Appeals. 

The board suggested a site visit once the location 
of the proposed road is staked. 

In other news, the board approved an Approval 
Not Required application for Bradford Morse to divide 
one lot at 209 Pierce Street into two lots. 
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School Lunch Policy and School Choice 

Marion School Committee

As the town with the highest negative school 
lunch account balance in Tri-Town, Marion is the last of 
the three school districts to adopt a formal school lunch 
account policy, which the School Committee hopes will 
put an end to the excessive overdue balances of some 
Marion families. 

Superintendent Doug White told the committee 
that one of the 63 overdue accounts is responsible for $310 
of the outstanding $1,125.48. 

Someone might think it a small amount of money 
to the district, commented Chairman Joseph Scott, "But 
overall, it adds up.'' 

The policy is similar to the one adopted by the 
ORR junior and high school, as well as by Rochester and 
Mattapoisett, except Marion will allow for up to seven 
meals charged, while the other schools allow up to five 
before an alternative lunch of either a cheese or peanut 
butter sandwich with milk is served for 50 cents. 

"It will be enforced," said White, "and we will 
move forward with it." 

The committee continued its discussion on 
possibly using donated funds to alleviate the financial 
burden of some of the overdue balances, which White 
said he looked into, saying, "Everything that I was able 
to find said that was acceptable." He said the particular 
gift account from which they take the funding must fall 
within the parameters of the gift account's designated 
purpose. 

Committee member Jay Pateakos was concerned 
that paying off the overdue accounts would just enable 
those who have accrued the debt. 

"I think there are options for people," said 
Pateakos, referring to the free- and reduced-lunch 
program. "I think they need to take them." 

The committee hoped White could find a way 
to identify which of the families in arrears actually need 
assistance so the committee can pay off the accounts. 

Someone suggested looking into whether any 
of the 21 students who were recently approved for free 
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lunches might be one of the accounts overdue. 

"I'd be more inclined to release the funds for 
that/' said Pateakos. 

In other news, the committee chose to not 
participate in the school choice program next year after 
factoring in current class sizes and amount of staff. White 
told the committee the district is not set up for school 
choice at this time. 

"I think it's important that we maintain our 
current status," said Scott. 

Also during the meeting. White said he met 
with the CFO of the YMCA regarding a request to add 
signage around the Sippican School specific to the YMCA 
to indicate that the organization holds an after-school 
program at the site. The committee agreed to allow 
limited signs in the parking area and behind the school. 

The committee approved a number of special 
education budget transfers from different line items 
within the SpEd budget. 

The next meeting of the Marion School 
Committee will be June 4 at 6:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House.

Boys' Track: The boys' track team had a fantastic 
week, winning both of their regular season meets. The 
boys defeated Dighton-Rehoboth 69-67 in a thrilling meet 
that gives the Bulldogs the upper edge in the SCC.

getting ready for the race. Everything about this race 
involves tremendous behind-the-scenes work. Current 
Race Director Bill Tilden ran his first race in high school, 
which led him to become a track coach and athletic 
director. He became a member of the Race Committee, 
and when Dan and Holly White decided not to direct the 
race. Bill quickly volunteered to take on the responsibility. 
According to Bill, ''to be part of the committee that puts 
on such a tremendous road race makes me very proud.'' 
But people don't leave the race completely. Dan White 
still serves on the Committee, as do Bob and Doris 
Gardner who were there at the very beginning in 1971. 
The Race Committee gets sponsors, does PR, creates race 
applications as well as scholarship applications, maintains 
the website, makes scholarship decisions, ensures there 
are adequate volunteers on race day, and designs race 
shirts - the list is endless. 

The night before the race, volunteers set up 
Shipyard Park, man the tents for registration, hand out 
shirts, runner numbers, and copies of the race route. Race 
morning comes early for the volunteers who are there to 
handle registrations and organize the start of the race. 
Morning duties also include unloading the fruit truck 
filled with 40 watermelons, six cases of bananas, and three 
cases of oranges. These volunteers then grab their knives 
and cut up the watermelon and oranges, which is a job 
that takes a couple of hours and produces sticky, sore 
hands. But at the end of the race, runners are so happy to 
find something to replenish their dwindled energy. 

Along the race route, more volunteers are 
directing traffic, managing the crowd, checking on 
injuries, and providing encouragement. Ed Walsh 
has been a volunteer for 30 years for two reasons: 
"Scholarships" and he sees "many friends and former 
students." And, in spite of his long association with the 
race, Ed has never seen the race begin or end, but he's 
not complaining. In addition to the volunteers along the 
route, numerous residents are cheering the runners on, 
playing music for them, providing water and a refreshing 
spray from the hose. 

Earlier the question was posed, "How do they 
do it?" It is done because so many people are willing to

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ARTICLE 7: CHAPTER 90 FUNDS APPROPRIATION

"The failure on the part of the holder of any kennel license to renew said license within the time frames provided herein for renewal of a dog li- 
cense in Section 2 shall result in the imposition of a $100.00 fine to be paid before the issuance of any renewed license. Failure to renew a kennel 
license within the time provided for license renewals in Section 2 may, in addition to the fine, result in a hearing before the Board of Selectmen to 
consider suspension or revocation of said license, said hearing to be conducted in accordance with the hearing procedures contained in Section 4." 
or to take any other action thereon. 

ARTICLE 9: FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT AMENDMENT 

To see if the Town will vote to amend the Rochester Zoning By-laws, Section VII - Flood Plain District as follows: 
INSERT the following after the first paragraph of Section 3: 
a. Permitted Uses 

The following uses of low flood damage potential and causing no obstructions to flood flows shall be allowed provided they are 
permitted in the underlying district and they do not require structures, fill, or storage of materials and equipment: 

1. Agricultural uses such as farming, grazing, truck farming, horticulture and including normally accepted cranberry bog maintenance 
procedure. 

2. Forestry and nursery uses. 

3. Outdoor recreational uses, including fishing, boating, play areas, etc. 

4. Conservation of water, plants, wildlife. 

5. Wildlife management areas, foot, bicycle and/or horse paths. 

6. Appropriate nonresidential structures used in conjunction with fishing, growing, harvesting storage/sale of crops raised 
on the premises. 

7. Buildings lawfully existing prior to the adoption of these provisions. 
Special Permits 

No structure or buildings, other than permitted above, shall be erected, constructed, substantially improved, or otherwise created or 
moved unless a special permit is granted by the board of appeals. Said board may issue a special permit hereunder (subject to other ap- 
plicable provisions of this By-Law) if the application is compliant with the following provisions: 

1. The proposed use shall comply in all respects with the provisions of the underlying district, and 

2. Within ten days of receipt of the application, the board shall transmit one copy of the development plan to the Conservation Com- 
mission, Planning Board, Board of Health, Town Engineer and Building Inspector. Final action shall not be taken until reports have 
been received from the above Boards or until thirty-five days have elapsed, and 

3. All encroachments, including fill, new construction, substantial improvements to existing structures, and other development are 
prohibited unless certification by a registered professional engineer is provided by the applicant demonstrating that such encroach- 
ment shall not result in any increase in flood levels during the occurrence of the 100-year flood, and 

4. The board may specify such additional requirements and conditions it finds necessary to protect the health, safety and welfare of 
the public and the occupants of the proposed use. 

ARTICLE 10 TOWN MEETING QUORUM 

To see if the Town will vote to amend Section XI(A)(1) - General Regulations, Town Meeting - Quorum as follows: 

DELETE the current subsections "a", "b and "c" and INSERT the following: 

a. A minimum of one hundred (100) registered voters shall be required to conduct an Annual Town Meeting. 

b. A minimum of fifty (50) registered voters shall be required to conduct a Special Town Meeting. 

ARTICLE 11: STABILIZATION FUND 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate and/or transfer from available funds a sum of money to be added to the Stabilization Fund.

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There Goes The...

Neighbors, Starring Seth Rogen and Zac Efron. Directed 
by Nicholas Stoller. Running time: 97 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. 

Last month, Seth Rogen turned 32. That's about 
the age that an overgrown boy starts taking on the 
responsibilities of a man, while sorely wishing he didn't 
have to. In the amiably dirty comedy Neighbors, Rogen is 
Mac, a new father to an adorable baby daughter. Mac and 
his wife Kelly (Rose Byrne) are both happy to be parents, 
but a large part of them resists the idea that their lives 
need to change now. They met in college, and they're 
still college kids at heart and in bed (though they seem to 
prefer sex everywhere in the house except the bed). Kelly 
stays at home with the baby while Mac drifts through a 
generic cubicle job, getting stoned on break whenever 
possible. 

When the frat Delta Psi moves in next door to Mac 
and Kelly, the couple actually don't object in principle. 
The guys seem friendly enough, if a bit too legendary for 
their epic parties. Mac and Kelly might co-exist peacefully 
with them, even attend their parties regularly, if they 
didn't have to get up in the morning to go to work and 
look after the baby. They're welcomed to the first-night 
blow-out, and they get blitzed (it's a good thing the 
baby seems to sleep through the night easily). After that, 
though, it's back to the grind, and when they call in a 
noise complaint on the second night, the frat leader Teddy 
(Zac Efron) is hurt. Not angry ~ just hurt. 

The nice thing about Neighbors, which made me 
laugh pretty consistently, is that nobody is the good guy 
or the bad guy. The frat boys like their fun but aren't 
terribly vicious. Mac and Kelly try to short-circuit the frat, 
and go too far on several occasions. It's certainly a more 
good-natured comedy than the inept 1981 film of the 
same name. People talk to each other in this movie, and 
try to understand each other. The commercials emphasize 
the slapstick, but the verbal barbs, many of which sound 



improvised, keep a certain level of wit in play (my 
favorite, regarding a frat pledge wearing a blocky pair of 
camera-equipped glasses: "He looks like J.J. Abrams"). 
And there's a useful symmetry in the notion that Mac 
and Kelly devolve to frat-like behavior themselves, while 
the frat boys have to embrace responsibility, or at least 
simulate it. 

Comedies generally aren't cinematically exciting. 
If they make us laugh, they don't have to be. But 
more recent comedy directors like Edgar Wright, Wes 
Anderson, and Nicholas Stoller (who directed Neighbors) 
bring welcome visual brio. The party scenes in Neighbors 
have some of the candy-colored skankiness of Harmony 
Korine's Spring Breakers. As in his Get Him to the Greek, 
Stoller wants to make each scene lively and eye-catching, 
while within the engaging frame the actors seem to be 
given license to riff, to deepen bonds between characters 
~ the conflicts as well as the affections are credible. 
Neighbors could have been a lazy beer-fart comedy in the 
Adam Sandler mold, but, like Teddy, it knows it has to 
work to earn that spot on the wall next to its ancestors. 

Which, ultimately, it does. The original text, 
of course, is Animal House, which aside from its 
performances and a couple of sequences involving 
Belushi hasn't aged all that well. There's also Old School, 
which I have trouble recalling outside of Will Ferrell's 
breakout work as an overgrown frat boy who gets a little 
too into it (I love his grief-stricken funeral tribute to an 
elderly frat bro: "You're my boy. Blue!"). Neighbors seems 
to have more going on under the hood, including the 
post-Bridesmaids insight that women can be as debauched 
as men. The key to the movie is the big fight Mac and 
Kelly have over the fact that neither of them wants to 
be a responsible adult. Kelly doesn't want to be the 
nagging wife familiar from every comedy (i.e. Leslie 
Mann in many of her husband Judd Apatow's films), 
and so she isn't. She agitates to be a person, not a type. 
She's ridiculous, but so is everyone else, ranging from 
Lisa Kudrow as the headline-obsessed college dean to 
Hannibal Buress as the cop who keeps answering the 
noise complaints primarily because it seems to amuse 
him. Believable, individualized people and playful 
filmmaking are rare in big-studio American movies just 
now; we'll take them where we find them.

MPD Awarded "Certification'' Status 

On May 1, the Marion Police Department 
received state Certification from the Massachusetts Police 
Accreditation Commission. 

Certification is a self-initiated evaluation process 
by which police departments strive to meet and maintain 
standards that have been established for the profession, 
by the profession. These carefully selected standards 
reflect critical areas of police management, operations, 
and technical support activities. They cover areas such 
as policy development, emergency response planning, 
training, communications, property and evidence 
handling, use of force, vehicular pursuit, prisoner 
transportation and holding facilities. The program not 
only sets standards for the law enforcement profession, 
but also for the delivery of police services to the citizens of 
the Commonwealth. 

''Achieving Certification from the Massachusetts 
Police Accreditation Commission is considered a very 
significant accomplishment and is a recognition that is 
highly regarded by the law enforcement community,'' 
said Donna Taylor Mooers, the Commission's Executive 
Director. 

Under the leadership of Chief Lincoln Miller, 
the Marion Police Department was assessed on April 10 
and 11 of this year by a team of Commission-appointed 
assessors. 

"Going through the process initially requires 
intense self-scrutiny and ultimately provides a quality 
assurance review of the agency," said Mooers. To 
conduct this self-assessment and prepare for the on-site 
review of the 159 standards by the Commission, Chief 
Miller appointed Lieutenant John Garcia to serve as the 
Department's Accreditation Manager. The department's 
job is not done, however, as Chief Miller's ultimate goal 
for the Department is to achieve the Commission's highest 
award: Accreditation. 

Marion is currently one of 20 of the 176 
participating agencies in Massachusetts to be granted 
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Certification status. As of today, it is the only department 
in Plymouth County to hold this status. Certification has 
been granted for a period of three years. Currently 51 
agencies are fully accredited, with only three departments 
located in Plymouth County. Participation in the program 
is strictly voluntary.

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In addition, the floor of the crawl space has been 
dug out of the clay soil to allow the heating system to be 
installed. "The excavated area where the heating system 
is located needs to be expanded and proper foundation 
walls installed to retain the earth/' the report states. 

There are other problems in that area including 
mold, cracks in the joints of the granite foundation, the 
first floor framing needing replacement along with proper 
footings. 

The second phase of the project, estimated at 
$51,000, involves replacing plaster walls which are now 
cracking and the need for diagonal bracing and solid 
plywood blocking between the existing wall framing. 

Phases 3 and 4, estimated at $135,000, involve 
other extensive restoration issues and heating, sound and 
fire alarm systems. This work is planned to be done in the 
future. 

To date, the meeting has raised $22,000 including 
two grants totaling $14,000 from Quaker sources. For 
Phase 1 work, another $55,000 is needed. Grants from 
other sources have been applied for, banks solicited and 
fund-raising plans discussed. 

The first fund-raiser, a Donate Your Old Doll Day, 
is planned for mid-May
